training department for the Wil­ 
son avenue high school and pur­ 
chase of some additional equip­ 
ment for the school system. 
Citizens of West Decatur recent­ 
ly petitioned the board of educa­ 
tion and the council 
to edect s 
building in that territory, in order 
that the younger children would 
not have to go far to reach their 
classrooms. It is proposed now to 
erect a handsome structure, under 
the unit phui, which #111 enable the 
school and municipal 
authorities 
to erect other unfits as rapidly ar« 
they are needed.

STATUS OF “STRIKE VOTE” 


Statement from the committee 
representing 
the 
Southeastern 
roads, in negotiations with con­ 
ductors and trainmen in the wage 
controversy which has developed a 
“strike vote” in shops, was made 
public here today. 
The attitude 
of owners is clearly outlined as de­ 
siring peaceful settlement of the 
wage 
controversy 
which 
has 
threatened to tie up southern raR- 
ways. 
The opinion is given as follows: 
“The statements appearing 
in 
the press from the heads of the 
conductors and trainmen’s organi­ 
zations advised the public that the 
taking of the strike vote on prac­ 
tically all the roads in the South­ 
eastern territory does not neces­ 
sarily imply that a strike will fol­ 
low. 
While thi» is true, all those 
familiar with matters of this kind 
know that when a vote in favor 
of a strike has been 
taken, 
it 
ereates a serious situation by ad­ 
ding a new and threatening com­ 


plication. 
The Southeastern con­ 
ference 
committee, 
representing 
the roads Involved in this dispute, 
has been at all times, and is still, 
entirely willing and desires to com­ 
ply fully with all the provisions
